STATISTICS  & GENERAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 


AREA . The  Ryedale  Area,  which  is  referred  to  in  the  text  of  this  report  comprises 

the  Rural  Districts  of  Helmsley,  Kirkbymoorside,  Malton  and  Pickering  and  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Malton  and  Pickering.  This  area  is  mainly  agricultural  in  nature,  more 
heavily  populated  in  the  areas  ndar  the  townships  of  Helmsley,  Kirkbymoorside,  Malton 
and  Pickering  and  thinly  populated  in  the  dales  and  moorland  districts  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  area. 

POPULATION  The  Registrar  General*  s estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  1957  is 
29,290  - the  population  in  1954;  1955  and  1956  was  estimated  at  29,220,  29,250  and 
29,360  respectively. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

LIVE  BIRTHS  & BIRTH  RATES  The  number  of  live  births  in  1957  was  366,  this  is  five  less 
than  in  1956.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  15.5  per  1000  population  compared  with  16.1 
per  1000  for  England  and  Wales. 

ILLEGITIMACY  There  were  16  illegitimate  births  in  1957,  compared  with  11  in  1956  and 
18  in  1955. 

STILL  BIRTHS  In  1957  there  were  9 still  births  which  was  the  same  number  as  in  1956. 

DEATHS  & DEATH  RATE  The  adjusted  death  rate  for  1957  was  11.3  per  1000  population 
as  compared  with  }1. 5 for  England  and  Wales. 

INFANT  AND  NEONATAL  MORTALITY  The  infant  mortality  and  neonatal  mortality  rates  were 
the  same  18.1  per  1000  live  births.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  23.0  per  1000  live  births  and  the  neonatal  mortality  rate  16,5. 

PATERNAL  MORTALITY  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1957.  No  manternal  deaths 
occurred  in  1955  and  1956, 

PRINCIPAL  CAUSES  OF  DEATH  215  persons  died  of  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulating 
system  a rate  of  7.34  per  1000  population.  43  people  died  of  cancer  a rati  of  1.47 
per  1000  population.  The  death  rates  per  1000  of  the  population  from  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulating  and  cancer  in  1956  were  7.01  and  2.14, 

I&TURAL  INCREASE  During  the  year  there  were  386  live  births  and  345  deaths.  The 
natural  increase  (i.e.  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths  ) was  41.  The  natural  increase 
in  1956  was  52.  * 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  During  the  year  there  was  a considerable  epidemic  of  measles 
affecting  mostly  the  Malton  and  Pickering  Urban  and  Rural  Districts,  Thetre  were  12 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  3 of  Poliomyelitis.  2

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

(i)  Laboratory  Facilities, 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the. Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Northallerton,  a van  calls  once  a week  to  collect  specimens. 

(ii)  Local  Services  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946 

The  day-to-day  administration  of  the  following  services  is  carried  out  by  the 
Ryedale  Local  Health  Sub-Committee  in  the  Urban  districts  of  Malton  & Pickering, 
and  the  Rural  Districts  of  Helmsley,  Kirbymoorside,  Malton  & Pickering. 

(a)  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

Child  welfare  and  ante-natal  clinics  are  held  at  centres  in  the  Ryedale  Area. 

In  places  where  no  Clinic  is  held  ante-natal  and  child  welfare  services  are 
carried  out  by  health  visitors  in  the  home. 

(b)  Midwifery,  Health  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing 

Combined  duty  nurses  serving  16  districts  are  resident  in  the  area, 

(c)  Ambulance  Service 

Ambulance  stations  at  Malton  and  Kirbymoorside  provide  this  service. 

(d)  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

. ..  Provision  is  made  for  primary  vaccination  against  diphtheria  at  child  welfare 
centres  but  the  greater  part  of  this  service  is  carried  out  by  general  practitioners 
in  their  surgeries  and  in  the  home. 

During  the  year  1,635  children  received  a complete  course  of  pcsLiomyelitis 
vaccine* 

(e)  Domestic  Help  Service. 

This  service  provides  domestic  help,  at'  a charge  dependent  on  the  income 
of  the  houshold,  in  holies  where  there  has  been  a confinement  or  ill-health  of  the 
Mother, . .and  to-the  aged  and-  infirm.

H0 USING  ESTATE  MAINTENANCE 

Routine  housing  repairs  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  Mason 
and  Plumber  and  their  respective  labourers.  In  addition  to  this  Nos.  1 to  7 
Harome,  1 and  2 Pockley  and  No  3 Coulton  were  all  modernised  to  the  estent  of  new 
fire  places  electric  cookers  and  wash  boilers  and  hot  water  systems.  All  of  thfeae 
works  were  done  in  conjunction  with  normal  routine  maintdnance  of  water  supplies 
and  sewerage  disposal. 

TEMPORARY  HOUSING 


There  is  no  temporary  housing  in  the  district. 

FOOD  ADMINISTRATION 

Seven  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  producer  retailers  in  the  district 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Twenty-nine  dairies  are  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Daries  Regulations,  1949« 

There  are  now  only  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  area;  slaughtering 
is  carried  out  at  only  two. 

These  slaughterhouses  are  constantly  under  supervision,  and  all  animals 
slaughtered  for  human  consumption  are  examined. 
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Handling  and  storage  o.f  meat  by  local  butchers  was-  found  to  be  reasonably  good.

FACTORIES  ACTS.  1937  and  1948 

Several  visits  were  made  to  factories  and  workshops  in  the  area.  There  arc 
no  outworkers  in  the  district. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


All  of  the  villages  in  the  area  have  piped  water  supplies  although  on  some 
of  the  smaller  schemes  it  is  difficult  to  maintain  a satisfactory  supply,  due  to 
inadequacy  or  poor  quality.  Small  privately  owned  springs  supply  water  for  the 
outlying  farms  and  other  properties. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  fourteen  new  services  to  properties  were  provided  and 
33  houses  were  drawing  supplies  from  standpipes. 

The  Piethorne  wo. ter  scheme  is  still  operating  satisfactorily  with  supply 
deficiencies  made  up  from  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board  main  at  Stony  Cross. 
Provision  was  made  within  the  scheme  for  an  extension  to  Carlton  where  the 
existing  estate  scheme  is  poor  in  both  quantity  and  quality,  and  this  extension 
proposal  is  now  being  considered  and  it  is  hoped  that  at  some  time  during  the  next 
year  work  will  be  commenced  on  this  scheme. 

The  Southern  Area  Scheme  is  now  operating  satisfactorily  and  the  extension 
scheme  is  being  considered  but  is  being  held  up  by  negotiations  with  certain 
consumers  who  have  in  the  past  had  free  water  supplies  by  agreement,  it  is 
hoped  that  this  difficulty  will  be  overcome  in  the  next  year  and  that  the  scheme 
wi  n be  prepared  and  the  commencing  date  fixed. 
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^DmlNISTRuTIOK 


My  Department  is  responsible  for  the  water  supplies  owned  jointly  by  this 
Council  and  the  Kirkbymoorside  Rural  District  Council  from  Piethorne,  in  addition 
to  the  Councils  own  supplies. 

During  the  year  48  visits  were  made  to  the  joint  schemes  and  82  to  others 
- a total  of  130  apart  from  the  numerous  visits  made  by  the  Bailiffs. 

There  are  two  water  bailiffs  employed  in  this  Department  both  full  time. 

Their  work  includes  the  alteration  of  supplies  to  non-domestic  users,  tapping 
mains  for  new  connections,  maintenance,  repairs  and  improvements. 

The  majority  of  agricultural  premises  have  now  had  their  water  supply  metered 
leaving  only  a few  in  the  Helmsley  parish  to  be  dealt  with.  It  is  hoped  that 
these  will  be  completed  during  next  year. 

QUALITY  OF  SUPPLY 


During  the  year  89  samples  of  the  various  water  supplies  in  the  district 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  78  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and 
11  unsatisfactory.  Unsatisfactory  results  were  followed  up  and  extra  supervision 
of  these  supplies  and  any  cleaning  out  of  tanks  etc.  found  necessary  was  carried 
out  until  the  supplies  improved.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  refuse  tip  at  Helmsley  was  discontinued  during  the  year  and  a new 
tip  at  Wykeham  Dale,  Pockley  was  opened  up. 

A considerable  amount  of  preliminary  work  was  put  into  this  tip  to  ensure 
that  nuisance  free  tipping  could  be  ensured. 

A new  approach  road  was  bulldozed  out  and  completely  controlled  tipping 
was  aimed  at  and  up  to  the  moment  this  has  been  carried  out.  The  depth  of 
refuse  never  exceeds  8 feet  and  this  is  covered  with  inert  refuse  and 
limestone  dust.  Special  precautions  have  been  taken  to  minimise  any 
unsightly  appearance  of  the  tip  as  it  is  adjacent  to  a public  carriage  way. 

House  refuse  is  collected  on  a fortnightly  basis  by  direct  labour  using 
a Harrier  C.E.  3 - 10  cubic  yard  capacity  refuse  vehicle. 

All  parishes  of  the  Rural  District  are  served  with  the  exception  of 
isolated  and  out-lying  farmsteads  and  approximately  2,500  tons  of  refuse  was 
disposed  of  during  the  year. 

Due  to  the  extra  time  required  for  controlled  tipping  and  also  collection 
of  covering  material  it  has  been  found  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  the 
service  on  its  present  basis  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  modifying  the  collection 
system  it  will  be  possible  to  ease  the  strain  on  the  service. 

DRAINAGE  AMD  SEWERAGE 


There  are  6 sewage  disposal  works  situated  in  the  area,  5 of  which  deal 
exclusively  with  the  treatment  of  sewage  from  this  area,  namely  Helmsley, 
Oswaldkirk,  Sproxton,  Gilling  East  and  Amplefcrth.  The  sixth  sewage  disposal 
works  at  VJombleton  serves  the  parishes  of  Beadlam,  Harome  and  Nawton,  and  is 
administered  by  this  Department  under  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Helmsley  and 
Kirkbymoorside  Rural  District  Councils. 

The  sewage  disposal  system  at  Cold  Kirby  which  has  been  a source  of 
trouble  for  some  years  now  was  overhauled  and  a new  Septic  Tank  constructed 
with  a grit  chamber  in  place  of  the  original  tank  which  had  been  hewn  out  of 
the  natural  rock. 

The  sewer  at  Old  Byland  which  was  really  only  a stone  culvert  was 
replaced  by  a 6 inch  earthern  ware  sewer  with  access  manholes  and  the 
outfall  was  constructed  in  a system  of  land  tiles  for  land  filtration. 

Considerable  difficulty  is  being  experienced  with  the  drainage  from  two 
Council  Houses  and  three  ether  houses  and  a farm  yard  at  Pockley  and  a 
scheme  to  enlarge  the  Septic  Tank  and  provide  facilities  for  disposal  is 
being  considered  and  ought  to  be  commenced  in  the  New  Year. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

During  the  year  20  privies  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system 
in  the  various  parishes  of  the  district.  There  were  also  two  houses  built 
both  of  which  had  water  closet  accommodation, 

S A L V A G E 

There  is  no  salvage  scheme  in  operation  in  this  area. 

RECHARGEABLE  WORK 


Rechargeable  work  to  the  value  of  £129.  4.  9d.  was  carried  out 

during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Public  Conveniences  at  Helmsley  operated  satisfactorily  throughout 
the  year,  and  have  again  proved  a great  benefit  in  dealing  with  the 
additional  traffic  through  the  town. 

SHOPS 

Numerous  visits  have  been  carried  out  and  no  statutory  action  has  been 
found  necessary. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


No  action  has  been  found  necessary. 

SWIMMING  B ii  T H S A N D POOLS 

The  Rodent  Operative  employed  jointly  by  this  Council  in  conjunction 
with  the  Kirkbynoorside  Rural  District  Council  to  carry  out  their 
obligations  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  has  been 
fully  engaged  throughout  the  year.  Regular  treatments  were  carried  out  on 
the  Council-owned  refuse  tips,  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  together 
with  open  ditches.  The  number  of  properties  surveyed  was  590  and  150 
treatments  were  carried  out. 

The  sum  of  £178.  13.  5d.  is  recoverable  for  work  carried  out  on 

business  premises. 

HOUSE  AND  BUILDING  PLANS 

Visits  were  carried  out  in  the  administration  cf  Byelaws  in  force  in 
the  area.

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SCHOOLS 

Visits  have  been  made  to  the  schools  in  the  area,  and  minor  matters 
arising  from  these  visits  have  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with.
